In this place it cannot be our Saviour's meaning 
chat he had but Three days to live; but that He 
was by His Father appointed to carry on His 
Miniſtry Three full Tears; And this was the 
full Number of Tears which he was to Perfect or 
Compleat, beſides a few Months, which not 
making up ſo much as half a Tear, are not 
mentioned in this ſhort and occaſional Reply. 
- Thus it appears, that by a Day, among the 
Jews, it was uſtal, in the Figurative Stile, to mean 
a Tear; and fo this Period of Time; Times and au 
Half, or Forty two Months, or One thouſand two

would ſhorten the Term by more than five days 
in every year. But it muſt be conſidered, that 
neither the Chaldeans, nor indeed any other Na- 
tion, did at the end of a conſiderable number of 
common or Solar Vears, count any more than 
we now do, but that they either ſuffered five 
days to paſs over without counting them at the 
end of every year, or when in a few years they 
perceived the Seaſons to go contrary to their Ka- 
lender, they threw in a Month extraordinary, to 
bring them right; and whatever way they varied 
this, ſtill we find, in effect, that they counted no 
more years, at the long run, than the Sun actually 
performed; and therefore we muſt follow their

commonly uſed and eaſily apprehended. 


In the ſame manner it ſeems to have been 
that the Magicians in Pharaoh's Court imployed 
their Art and Skill to impoſe upon him, as far 


as Jugling Tricks would go. But where their 
Tricks failed them, they cryed out, This is the Exod. 
Finger of God. By which they gave up all _ 


Pretence to being themſelves Divinely Inſpi-

But Daniel when he was brought before the

UiForont, and the Formof Government has often 


Varied, yet it has not fared better with the 
People or Subjects: They have ſtill continued

and this is ſtill with the greater Propriety of 


Speech Repreſented by an Image or Idol, becauſe 
the Superſtitious Conceits of Mankind have been 
the chief Inſtruments of their Miſery, for nothing 
inpoled more on them than the Divine Honours 
that Princes often Aſſumed to Themſelves in 
their Life Time, and which were Univerſally 
paid them, after their Death; and as this was 

the chief Source of the Heathen Religion, ſo it 
was by this Deceit chiefly, that The Princes of 
the Gentiles Exerci 2 Dominion Over them : for, 
Virſt, The People was made to believe, that 
Kings after their Death were Tranſlated to 
Heaven, and ought to be Worſhiped as Gods, 
and from hence it grew Cuſtomary to make 
Statues, in Hononr of them, before which the

The Addreſs which the Wiſe Men made to 


| Nebuchadnezzar of, O King, live for ever! was

The Petition of the Princes to Parius, to 
whom they alſo faid, King Darius, live for ever, 
was to make a firm Decree, That whoſoever Shall

Which Inſtances may ſerve at preſent for a 
Specimen of the Harmony and exact Conformity 
of the Figures uſed in Scripture in different 
places.

This is the firſt Viſion, which we have an 
Account, was originally communicated to / aniel, 
The four Winds of Heaven repreſent the Powers wel” 2 
of the World, as in Jeremiah. 
& Upon Elam will I bring the four Winds Jer? 
« from the four Quarters of Heaven, and I will Iz. 36. 
« ſcatter them towards all theſe Winds, and there

And this being all the Interpretation, given 
in this Chapter, of the three firſt Beaſts, I ſhall 
Interpret every one ſingly, and, as I go along, 
conſider what light other Chapters of Laniel 


afford to explain them. 


The meaning then of this general abſtract of 


the Viſion is, that the great Contentions among 


the Nations of the World ſhould produce Four 


great Empires different from one another, and 


ſucceſſive,as appears by what immediately follows. 
The firſt was like a Lion, and had Eagles 
« Wings :

| The Reaſon why the Roman Empire is here 
deſcribed by a Dragon, ſeems to be, becauſe 
Trajan, the firſt Emperour, of whom St. John 
Propheſies, and who Reigned very ſoon after 
the Revelations were written, did after his Con- 
queſt of the Dacians, take their Standerd, which 
Was a { ragon, and made it a Roman Standard. 

St. John here, and in other places, follows 
Daniels manner of Deſcription, which repreſcnts 
in the Viſion a Figure, as ex.fting at once in the 
Picture, which in the Explanation appears to 
contain ſeveral parts, that are Succeſſive, in 
order of Time. 

Thus the great Tmage appears all of one Piece, 
though the parts of it are found by the Inter- 
pretation to have exiſted one after another. 

So the Four great Beaſts came out of the Sea, 
and ſeem to have been ſeen all at once, tho in 
the Explanation they are plainly Succeſſive.

on the Earth, in the ſight of Mes; that is, by 
delivering overall that Offend him, to the Secular

cc ſettle the Peace of the Church. And in 
another Letter he propoſes, © That a Council 
cc may declare what is profitable for the Chriſtian 
Faith by their Act, as your Holineſs ſhall 
« conſtitute, according to the Rules of the 
« Church. ” 
So that the Popes had then that Power acknow- 
ledged to belong to them, by the Emperors both 
of the Eaſt and Weſt, which they have exerciſed, 
more or leſs, eyer ſince; and therefore it ſeems 
more reaſonable to date the Riſe of the Papacy, 
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at this time, then from the year 606. hen 
Boniface the III. obtained the Title of Univerſal 
Bishop from the Emperor . Phocas, ſince the Popes . 
had been ſuch, in effect, long before. The 


Bishop of Rome took his Riſe therefore, as Head 


of the Church, when he became the Principal 


Perſon in Nome, immediately on Valentinian's 


Death, and Genferick's leaving Italy in 455. Then 
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he that letteth. was taken: out of the way, and the 
Man of Sin, or Wicked, revealed. The Weſtern ' 
Empire was then Taten out of the Way ; for the 

Mock Emperors, who were changed by Ricimer, 
the Gothic General, at Pleaſure, for One and 


Twenty years after, had never the Power, but 


only the Name of Emperors.- But theſe Bisbops - 
of Rome were able, by their influence on Temporal 
Princes, even during their Riſe; to. deſtroy one 
after another, the three Kingdoms of the Herules, | 
Goths and Lombards, and at laſt by making 
Charlemagne Emperor, they received from him 
their Temporal. Sovereignty in Zaly; but as he 


ſtill kept them under him, by reſerving a N egative 
in Himſelf and his Succeſſore, at the Election of 


Popes. 
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Popes, they did not come to their Heidi, till 
_ *815. when Leuis Le Debonnaire ſucceeded his 
Father Charlemagne in the Empire, and being a 
weak Prince, confirmed and enlarged his Fathers 
Grants to the See of Rome, and neglected to 
inſiſt on his Negative in the Election of a Pope, 
after they had ventured to ele& one without 
his leave: And then expired the firſt Time or 
360 Years of the Riſe of the Papacy. 
2dly, The Second Period, from 8 15 reached 
to 1535. in which Year the Reformation was 
at its Heighth in Germany, was juſt fixt in 
England, by abrogating the Popes Power by 
Act of Parliament, and firſt preached in France 
and Switzerland ; and this Period was juſt of 
720 Years, or Two Times, which included the 
whole Term of the Greatneſs of the Papacy.

But. go thou thy Way till the end be, for 13. 
© thou ſhalt reſt, and ſtand in thy Lot at the 
« End of the Days..” 

Here is a Bleſſed Time Propheſied of at the very 
End. We have already obſerved, that Time of 
the End to be the One Thouſand Two Hundred 
and Sixty Years, but then when that Time is 
out, the End takes firſt Thirty Years to ſet up 
the Daily again, and take away the Abomination 
that maketh Leſolate, and now Forty Five Years 
more, before all is quite finiſhed. It is natural 
that the End ſhould thus conſiſt of ſeveral Years, 
fince moſt of the great Tranſaktions of the 
World have done the ſame. 5 

The 7ewish Captivity ended in the firſt of Ezra. I. 
Cyrus, but they Laboured under ſuch Dfficulties : 
that they could not Rebuild the Temple till the

The Overturning the Heathen Roman Empire ; 
by Conftantine, is the Period whence we reckon 
its End, and yet it had a Revival, in Julian, ſeveral 
years after, which laſted till on 7 _ 5 Death, 
it finally Periſhed. 

The Power of the Popes in England was taken 
away by Henry the VIIT. and thence we reckon 
its Fall, tho it had a dangerous Revival in Queen 
Mary's Reign, but was quite Extirpated upon 


her Death. 
And in Germany, when the Reformation firſt 


began „ and the Smalkaldick League was at its 

height, we reckon the Papal Power received its 
Deciſive Stroke among thoſe Princes and Citigs 
who imbraced the Reformation; tho afterwards 
| Charles.the, V. had Impriſoned ſome, Deprived 
others, and wellnigh Extinguiſhed the Party, til 
Affairs 
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Affairs tock a new Ms by the Policy of Maurice 


Elector of Saxony; and then the Reformation 
was firmly Eftabliſhed by the Treaty of Paſſau. 
Juſt ſo We are to conſider the Fate of the 
Church of Rome, that it has received its Stunning 
Blow, when it loft that Moſe Chriſtian King, as 


they might well call Lewis the XIV. whoſe 
chief Ambition was to Extirpate Hereſie, in which 


Attempt he ventured his Kingdom, at the Per- 
ſwaſion of the Feſuirs, who flattered him with 2 
better Crown in Heaven, for his Service done to 
the Church on Earth. 


We are yet to expect the Fall of the Court 


f Rome, by its being totally Deſerted and Neg- 
lecked by the Princes who ſtill depend on ir. And 
when that is over, the Orders of Monks and 
Fryers, and particularly the Jeſuits, are very 
likely to take ſeveral years more before they are 


wholly ſtript and rooted out of the Kingdoms and. 


Countries, where they now enjoy fo large
